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Report Huron board 
to axe superintendent

Cloak and dagger operations and 
the hiring of a “hatchet man” are 
behind a move by the Huron school 
board to get rid of him, Supt. Byron 
Antcliff said Monday. 

He confirmed that he was asked 
Oct. 18 by Keith McMann, board 
treasurer, to resign. Again, on Oct. 
21, about 4 p.m. in his office, Antcliff 
said McMann “told” him to quit. 

“He (McMann) informed me that 
if I did not resign by Friday, Oct. 27, 
I would 'face specific action by the 
board of education”’, he ec plained. 


At a special meeting called that 
same night, Oct. 21, the board ap- 
proved the hiring of School Service 
Center of Kalamazoo to study the 
administrative staff. 

A letter dated Oct. 25, 1978, from 
Mary McKinney, board secretary, to 
the Kalamazoo firm and addressed 
to Roger Kidston, president, stated: 
“As per our telephone conversation 
of October 23, 1978, the School 
Service Center has been retained by 
the Huron Board of Education to 
analyze our administrative staffing 
needs and make appropriate 
recommendations.” 

Antcliff, in commenting on the 


board’s action to hire the firm, said, 
“He (Kidston) told a board member 
that he was recommending the 
hiring of a new superintendent.” 

Antcliff said a question from the 
floor at the Oct. 21 special session 
asked if the board had any plans to 
dump the superintendent. He said 
Leo Kyko, board president, an- 
swered that “no one had asked Mr. 
Antcliff to resign”. 

However, at the regular board 
session Oct 24, Antcliff said he 
asked McMann if he had not asked 
him several days earlier to resign. 

“Mr. McMann said yes that he had 
asked me to resign,” the superin- 
tendent said. 

He said five, possibly six, of the 
seven board members would like to 
see him leave, but had never given 
any reasons for wanting his 
resignatioa 

“I’ve had problems with the 
board, but no one has brought out 
what’s wrong,” Antcliff said. 

When he was interviewed by 
Kidston, who a Antcliff supporter 
called a ‘‘hatchet man”, he said that 
Kidston, whois a lawyer, told him he 
(Antcliff) would find out the reasons 
“later”. 

With the majority of the board not 
in his comer and their intent now out 
in the open, Antcliff hit back at the 
body whose predecessors had hired 
him as superintendent some 11 years 

ago. 

He accused the board of “giving 
away funds” and “losing programs” 
because it “doesn’t understand the 
educational funding process”. 

“The board has little regard for 
myself anci, my staff, either as 
pec pic or ©j hun:i r . •/’ ht* 
idiarged. 

Antcliff said staff members were 
driven to the point where they felt 
compelled to accept tftngs as they 
were or resign. 

Since the startof the 1978-79 school 
year, two key assistants to Antcliff 
have quit. Phil Dailey, assistant to 
the superintendent, and Ron 
Sniderman, director of basic skills, 
have quit. Informed sources 
reported both were unhappy with the 
board. 

Also, the recent retirement of Lee 
Goodney, an assistant administrator 
in charge of maintehance, left the 
Huron school district without a 
supervisor in that area. 

Since then, Antcliff has been 
hanging on, attempting to fill in for 
the three men. 

In the last two weeks, the 
superintendent has asked the board 
for permission to hire an interim 
assistant. He has received no 
response from the board other than 
it was considering his request. 


Ex-trustee lauds 
Huron school chief 


A former member of the Huron 
school board has sprung to the 
defense of Supt. Bryon Antcliff 
and has publicly criticized that 
body for its mistreatment of him. 

Mrs. Jean Richert, who 
resigned last April after 11 years 
on the board, blasted her former 
colleagues for employing a 
“hatchet man” to get rid of the 
superintendent. 

Mrs. Richert, who also taught 
one year in the Huron school 
system, questioned the board’s 
hiring of Roger Kidston, 
president of School Service 
Center, Kalamazoo, to “analyze” 
the school district’s ad-' 
ministrauve staff. 

Saying that she was present at. 
the board’s special meeting Oct. 
21, she claimed the board had 
previously discussed the matter. 
Further, she charged that until 
she demanded to know the name 
of the firm, no discussion was 
held on the firm’s hiring. 

“School Service Center is not 
even listed in the telephone 
directory,” she declared. “After 
some investigation, I found that 
Mr. Kidston is associated with 
the law firm of Kidston and 
Peterson in Kalamazoo.” 

Mrs. Richert, who now 
operates the Apple Tree, a 
convalescent home for the 
elderly in Van Buren Township, 
accused the board of using some 
underhanded methods. 

“On Wednesday, Nov. 8, when 
Mr. Kidston came to Huron 
Township to interview the 
superintendent and staff 


members, he instructed the 
board to not have four members 
present at one time. 

“In that way, a quorum would 
never be present and the session 
could not be construed as a 
regular meeting and one that 
would be in violation of the Open 
Meetings Act,” she said. 

She said that every so often, a 
couple of board trustees would 
walk down the hall of the ad- 
ministration building so the 
number with Mr. Kidston would 
remain at less than four mem- 
bers. 

She said that when she at- 
tempted to question Kidston. he 
criticized her for her action and 
instructed her to make an ap- 
pointment if she desired to talk 
further with him. 

“It was obvious to me that Mr. 
Kidston was out to get Mr. Ant- 
cliff,” she commented. 

Mrs. Richert said she had been 
told by one board member that 
Kidston had told him that the 
board should fire the superin- 
tendent. 

Her resignation from the board 
last April, she said, was promp- 
ted by its inability to function, its 
refusal to make decisions, and its 
lack of support for the ad- 
ministration. 

“Some board members bad- 
mouthed the community so badly 
that it turned off the voters,” she 
claimed. 

She said the recent 
resignations of Phil Dailey, 
assistant to Antcliff, and Ron

A labor of love 


Man, wife 
build wind 
generator 

The strange looking hunk of sheet 
metal at left is a wind generator 
being built by Howard Keller and 
his wife, Wendy, in the driveway 
of their home at 30630 California 
in Romulus. With their project 
completion date a week to a 
month away, the Kellers have 
spent about $1,000 thus far. not 
counting their labor and some 
small parts. The Kellers got the 
idea from extensive reading of 
solar energy texts and combined 
it with some of their own 
theoretical thinking on the 
subject Called an S-rotor. the 
generator when completed 
hopefully will generate about 
3.000 watts in a 9-12 mile per hour 
wind and will be used by the 
Kellers primarily for heating 
purposes in a home in Prescott 
Mich., about 170 miles north. The 
15-foot generator is so con- 
structed that it will catch a 
breeze and start turning on its 
vertical axis reardless of the 
wind direction, Keller said. He is 
employed at the Ford Motor Co. 
Wayne assembly plant in the 
multi-level unit.

Backs citizens right to know 

.Mayor is sure information 
on high-rise is forthcoming 


Mayor William M. Oakley Monday 
said that the city planning com- 
mission’s public hearing that same 
night on the proposed senior citizens 
high-rise complex for Romulus 
should provide answers being sought 
by a group of concerned residents. 


Citizens Against Exploitation 
(CAE) has for several weeks been 
pushing the city to provide more 
detailed information on the high-rise 
building. 


The public hearing scheduled last 
Monday night was for the planning 
commission to consider preliminary 
site plan approval for North 
Cranbrook Associates, the high-rise 
developer, and to provide in- 
formation to the audience, he said. 


“Those who attend the Monday 
night public hearing will get all of 
the information contained in the 
preliminary site plan,” the mayor 
emphasized. 


He said Leo Sklar, the city’s 
designated senior citizens housing 
agent, and also one of the developers 
of the project, or a company 
representative would be on hand to 
field questions. 


The mayor said he wanted to 
clarify a misconception held by 
some members of the community, 
including members of CAE, for the 
second planning commission 
meeting on Nov. 20 

“At that time, the planning 
commission will either approve, 
reject, or table the high-rise matter 
It does not have to just approve or 
reject the project,” he explained 


The mayor said the same situation 
will take place the city council 
session on Nov. 27, approval, 
rejection, tabling, or some other 
course of action, should the plan- 
ning commission have sent a 
favorable recommendation^ to 
council members. 


Oakley said CAE members who 
are concerned that the Nov. 27 
council session is the last word on 
the high-rise project are not correct 
in their assumption. 

He said tabling or postponement of 
the high-rise complex could result 
from the future meetings of the

“I believe that our residents do 
have the right to expect information

clerk, defeated her Republican

1.853 He was appointed to the

Puskar received 1.433 votes and 
.Ashby. 1.707, in their victory over

The two Democrat candidates for 
constable - DeVere Willard and 
William Manny - ran unopposed and 
won office, recording 1.599 and 1,609 
votes, respectively

Do you know rec trespass act? 


(This is one in a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law 
upon their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private at- 
torney.)

With hunting season already upon 
us, now is a good time for hunters 
and property owners alike to review 
the Recreational Trespass Act. 

The most important provision of 
this law is the clause w hich prohibits 
hunting, fishing, operation of a 
snowmobile, off-road recreational 
vehicle or other motorized vehicle 
on someone else’s property, without 
their written consent. That consent 
is necessary whether the land is 
fenced, enclosed or posted. 

The only time consent is not 
necessary is if a hunter enters 
property for the sole purpose of 
retrieving his hunting dog. If a 
hunter loses his dog, he may enter 
property without prior permission, 
but he may not carry a gun and must 
leave promptly, if the owner or 
tenant asks him to. 

If the hunter carries a firearm 
while retrieving his dog, a court 
must decide whether the hunter was 
merely getting his dog, or instead 
intended to hunt. 


Hunters are subject to common 
law liability, which means they can 
be sued, if they cause any property 
damage A hunter also is liable, 
under Michigan’s criminal code, for 


trespassing, if he enters property 
without permission and refuses to 
leave when asked. 

Violations of this act are 
punishable as misdemeanors.

Member FDIC 
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Area communities 
can sue for refunds 
on drain tax levies 


The 

November 15, 1978 
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The city of Romulus and Van 
Buren and Huron Townships are 
among seven municipalities which 
the Michigan Court of Appeals last 
week ruled can now sue for refunds 
of special drain taxes which 
allegedly were collected illegally. 

The suit was filed in Wayne 
County Circuit Court in 1976 by the 
three named communities and the 
cities of Riverview and Lincoln Park 
and the townships of Canton and 
Brownstow r n. It has not yet reached 
trial. 

Hie suit charges that the county 
drain commissioner since 1955 has 
levied special assessments against 
the seven communities which were 
spent on administrative services 
rather than on cleaning and 
maintaining the drains. 

Harry S Ellman, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, said the Michigan 
Legislature has since enacted laws 
which prevent such collected taxes 
to be spent for administrative 
purposes 

Wayne Circuit Judge John R. 
Kirwan in pretrial proceedings ruled 
that $400,000 in special assessments 
collected in 1975 and 1976 from the 
seven communities be placed in 
escrow pending resolution of the 
lawsuit. 

Also asked in the suit is that it be 
named a “class action” proceeding. 


This action would make some 60,000 
residents of the seven municipalities 
eligible for refunds on the 
assessments should the case be 
decided in the plaintiffs’ favor. 

Attorneys explained that no date 
has been scheduled for the trial 
before Judge Kirwan and that the 
case could take several years to 
come to trial because of expected 
further appeals. 

Attorneys also said the Court of 
Appeals rulling last week questions 
the authority of the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal, which was created by the 
Michigan Legislature in 1974 to rule 
on cases involving disputed tax 
assessments and refunds. 

However, the appellate court 
decision is expected to be appealed 
to the state Supreme Court. 

Richard Sullivan, treasurer for 
Huron Township, estimated that 
about $50,000 of the total $400,000 
being held in escrow was paid by 
Huron taxpayers. 

Attempts by the Enterprise and 
Roman to obtain figures for 
Romulus and Van Buren Township 
from the records department of the 
Wayne County Circuit Court were 
unsuccessful. 

A clerk there said such in- 
formation could not be given over 
the telephone, but would have to be 
gleaned from court records by 
someone in a personal visit. 


Huron super asks 
again for assistant 


For the second time, Supt. Byrort 
Antcliff has asked the Huron school 
board for permission to hire an 
interim assistant to help him keep 
the school district operating on a 
sound financial basis. 

Last week (Monday), the 
superintendent told the board that 
the Huron school district “cannot 
keep living on the legacies of Ron 
Sniderman and Phil Dallev”. 

Sniderman, who was director of 
basic skills, and Dailey, assistant to 
Antcliff, both recently resigned. 

Antcliff said the two were 
responsible for bringing in some 
$600,000 in federal funds that kept 
CETA employes on the schools’ 
payroll. 

The board did not give Antcliff an 


answer and is taking his request 
under consideration. At the previous 
board session, trustees failed to give 
any response to his recommendation 
for an assistant. 

“They left everything in good 
order,” Antcliff explained. “What 
they left behind is what we are 
operating on now, but we can only do 
that so long.” 

He told the Roman it was vital that 
the school district obtain someone 
who can continue the functions 
formerly performed by Sniderman 
and Dailey. 

“I want to emphasize that it was 
not my efforts, but theirs in ob- 
taining funds to keep the school 
district going,” the superintendent 
said.

An organizational meeting of 
“Neighborhood Watch”, a com- 
prehensive crime prevention 
program initiated for the southeast 
section of Romulus, will be held at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday (today) at 
Hale Creek Elementary School. 

The program is a highly suc- 
cessful nationwide effort sponsored 
by the Nationpl Sheriff’s 
Association. 

Its purpose, according to the 
sponsors, is to “enhance neigh- 
borhood security, heighten the 
community’s power of observation 
and encourage mutual assistance 
among neighbors.” 


The program centers around a 
series of instructional materials that 
stress the “3D’s - deterrence, delay 
and detection.” 

The program also includes home 
security inspections, an article 
identification service, signs and 
decals and a crime prevention 
checklist and homeowner’s booklet, 
discussed at regular training 
sessions.

Canton voters narrowly reject 
farmland preservation proposal 


Some are saying that even with 
the unofficial loss of 542’ votes, the 
farmland preservation ballot issue 
was a success. Others think not. 

The total vote tally, while still 
unofficial, was 5,074 votes against 
saving the western section’s far- 
ming community, with 4,532 yes in 
favor. 

On a percentage basis the issue 
polled a 47-percent yes vote to a 53- 
percent no vote. 

While members of the farmland 
education committee. Bart Berg and 
Robert Padget said, that witfi the 
apparent failure to gain a majority 
vote, the next step might as well be

His hope is to 
seek alternatives out, one already 
being suggested is to lower the 4 mill 
price tag on saving farmlands. 

“What bothers me the most is that 
people like Berg and Padget are 
kicking the body before it is even 
cold,” Greenstein said 
Greenstein, newly elected 
Trustee, said that he thought the 
new township board’s first priority 
item would be to investigate the 
possibility of lowering the millage. 

Had the farmland issue passed it 
would not only have united splin- 
tered factions — homeowners, 

State OKs 
Ford Road 
widening 

The $9:1 million Ford Road 
widening from Venoy Road to 1-275 
in Westland and Ginton Township 
has been approved by the State 
Highway Commission. 

The project is scheduled to begin 
in late 1980. The 3.8-mile stretch of 
Ford Road will be widened to five 
lanes. In addition, right-turn lanes 
will be included at all intersections, 
and six-foot wide pedestrian- 
bicyclist walkways will be installed 
on both sides of the highway. Curb 
and gutter and an enclosed storm 
water system are included in the 
highway construction plans. 

An overpass will be constructed 
where Ford Road and the Chessie 
System railroad intersect, plus 
service roads at the overpass to 
provide access to commercial 
establishments at the location. 

According to the State Highway 
Commission, the project will 
complete the widening and 
upgrading of the highway between I- 
275 just west of the Westland border 
and its eastern terminus at 1-94, the 
Dearborn- Detroit border. 

Traffic volumes on the road to be 
widened range from 49,000 vehicles 
on an average day at Venoy and 
Ford roads, to 19,500 at the 1-275 
interchange. Projected traffic on

The child weeps, has trouble 
sleeping, and avoids looking you in 
the eyes He talks about dying, even 
considers ways of committing 
suicide. 

The child is depressed, and he is 
only six years old. 

“The myth of childhood being a 
necessarily happy, carefree period 
of life has prejudiced even some 
psychiatrists,” said Elva O. Poz- 
nanski, M D., University of 
Michigan professor of psychiatry 
“The prospects of confrmting a 
depressed child between the ages of 


“To get to the child who is 
depressed, one has to go tiro ugh the 
family and the physician Parents 
often feel guilty, not in agreement 
between themselves, and quite often 
depressed themselves,” Dr. Poz- 
nanski said. 

She added that often even doctors 
and nurses are frankly skeptical 
that the suspected depressed child 
is any more than momentarily sad 
While not being critical, Dr. Poz- 
nanski pointed out the difficulty of 
diagnosing an authentically 
depressed child. 

“Authorities are not agreed how 
long a mood should last before it is 
considered a serious psychiatric 
problem,” Dr. Poznanski said. She 
pointed out that adult depression, 
while easier to diagnose, is a 
complex disorder that is not only 
extremely painful but also involves 
possible chemical imbalance. 

According to Dr. Poznanski, 
adults are considered “probably

depressed” by some psychiatrists if 
the low* mood lasts two weeks Other 
psychiatrists feel the mood should 
last at least a month before 
definitely being diagnosed as 
depression. 

“Breakthroughs in diagnosing and 
treating adult depression are being 
made dramatically, but we are 
painfully slow in dealing with the 
problem at the adolescent and 
preadolescent level,” she explained 

The psychiatrist and her 
associates at the U-M’s Children’s 
Psychiatric Hospital are among the 
first to study the problem and to 
contribute to a scientific un- 
derstanding of it. TTiey have 
developed a “Childhood Depression 
Rating Scale (ages 6-12)” as a 
diagnostic tool and have videotaped 
hospitalized youngsters who have 
been assumed only to be sad, but 
may in fact be seriously depressed 

Among the indicators of pre- 
pubertal depression is a seeming

6 and 12 are so unpleasant that, like 
the battered child, it is easier to 
deny a potentially serious problem ” 

The U-M psychiatrist said pre- 
pubertal depression was not 
recognized as a diagnosable 
disorder by the psychiatric 
profession until as late as 1972. 
Although the existence of 
depression as a clinical entity before 
adolescence is still far from ac- 
cepted, Dr. Poznanski said it is 
drawing increasing attention. 

Part of the resistance is parental, 
part professional, she said. 


lack of capacity to have fun Dr. 
Poznanski said the natural desires in 
children may be misdirected in the 
suspected depressed child 

For example, such a child may 
say, in the middle of winter, “1 wish 
I could play baseball “ He may even 
refuse to eat favorite foods after 
asking for them 

Depressed children generally do 
poorly in school. 

“Not all poor achievers are 
depressed,” Dr. Poznanski qdded 
“But poor wbrk goes with 
depression.” They have difficulty 


concentrating and are not very 
talkative Further, it seems to take 
them much longer to fall asleep at 
night. 

“Usually we find that the child has 
a depressed parent, too, but we are 
not sure why.” . 

“Watch for the child who appears 
to have headaches and stomach 
complaints. Watch the child who sits 
in the comer not bothering people 
Watch the child who complains of 
being tired most of the time, and yet 
who has trouble sleeping,” Dr 
Poznanski concluded.

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U-M students review Westland's 
master plan for uses, revisions 


The comprehensive revision of 
Westland’s master plan, which 
maps out zoning for the entire 
community, is being undertaken by 
nine urban planning graduate 
students from the University of 
Michigan. 

The City Council has contracted 
with the students, who are doing the 
project as part of a class. The cost 
will be $3,000, which covers only 
expenses. 


If undertaken by a commercial 
consulting firm, thestudy could cost 
upwards of $30,000, said Dale 
Farland, Westland planning 
director. 

What the students will do is study 
existing land uses in the city, look at 
the developed and undeveloped land 
and how it is used, then make 
recommendations and suggestions 
on zoning changes they see as ad- 
vantageous to future development. 


The general belief of planners is 
that planning is a continuous 
process, and therefore any "master 
plan” must be revised and updated 
about every five years, Mrs. 
Farland said. 

Westland’s first comprehensive 
plan was drafted in 1968, with the 
intent of establishing a direction for 
the future development of the city. 

According to the students, who 
wrote a brief statement of their 


Michigan Avenue paving

Public safety officials in Wayne, 
Westland, Canton, Romulus and 
other neighboring communities are 
urged to be aware that Michigan 
Ave. in Inkster will be closed to one 
lane each way for the rest of this 
week.

Wally Arrowsmith, Interim City 
Manager, urged all motorists and 
other vehicles that usually use 
Michigan Ave. to find alternate 
routes while the cement is being 
poured the next seven or eight 
working days. 

“We are notifying all emergency 
vehicle drivers in the area to avoid 
the traffic tie-ups that will come 
with only one lane open on eastbound 
and westbound Michigan Avenue,” 
Arrowsmith said. 


Edison 

changes 

rates 

Detroit Edison now 
has a new special rate 
for senior citizens. 

Customers who are at 
least65 years of age and 
are the heads of their 
households may realize 
savings on their electric 
bills by taking ad- 
vantage of the new rate. 

Applications for the 
new rate are being 
mailed to seniors with 
upcoming bills. 

The new rate provides 
savings ranging from 
$4.50 a month, or $52 a 
year, for the customer 
using 300 kilowatt-hours 
a month, to $1.50, or $18 
a year, for the average 
customer using 500 
kilowatthours a month. 

Selection of the new 
rate is optional, 
however. Customers 
qualified for the senior 
citizen rate who use 
more than 548 

kilowatthours of elec- 
tricity per month, or 
more than 848 

killowatthours, if they 
have controlled electric 
water heating combined 
on their regular meters, 
would pay more, if they 
would pay more, if they 
selected the new senior 
citizen rate, so it would 
be more advantageous 
for them to continue on 
the regular residential 
rate. . . 

Senior citizens who 

are on the residential 
space heating rate and 
consequently use more 
electricity during 
winter months also may 
benefit from the senior 
citizen rate, if their use 
of electricity falls below 
these limits from June 
through October. 

"It appears that about 
237,000 Detroit Edison 
residential customers 
may be eligible for the 
program because of age 
and head of household 
status, although not all 
would benefit from it,” 
according to Robert H 
Kelley, manager of 
Detroit Edison’s Wayne 
Division "Customers 
are being asked to bring 
their applications to the 
Detr oi t Edison 
customer offices 
because of the com- 
plexity of determining 
which rate would be 
most advantageous for 
them, and because once 
a customer selects the 
senior citizen rate, he or 
she will be committed to 
it for a year ” 

"W r e anticipate that 
about 60.000 customers 
(Continued on Page A-9) 


He pointed out that some am- 
bulances, fire and police and rescue 
units often use Michigan Avenue and 
he wanted to forewarn them. 
"Accidents will be avoided and lives 
possibly saved by emergency 
vehicles taking alternate roads,” he 
said. 

“We’re also urging everyone who 
normally drives Michigan Avenue to 
work and home to take an alternate 
route during the pouring of cement.” 


To make matters even more 
complicated for motorists, 
Arrowsmith said contractor’s 
cement supply trucks would be 
constantly moving to and from the 
batch plant at Henry Ruff Road and 
Michigan Ave. 


Plans call for eastbound Michigan 
Ave. (south side) to be paved first. 
Pavers will move against the flow of 
traffic, from Gulley Road working 
west to Henry Ruff Road. 


The trucks will use the inside lane 
on westbound Michigan at Gulley 
Road, circle and start pouring as 
thty' drive west against the east- 
bound traffic. 


After the eastbound lane is poured 
the entire length of the city, they will 
pave the westbound lane, working 
against the flow of traffic each time. 

As they work their way east (on 
the westbound side) they will 
complete the five major in- 
tersections as they go. 


"We’re hoping the weather will 
remain warm and dry so they can 
move as quickly as possible,” 
Arrowsmith said. "And we hope an 
adequate supply of cement is on 
hand to keep the project moving 
right along.”

goals, "the 1960s was a period 
marked by rapid growth in housing, 
population, roadway expansion and 
commercial development. 

"The 1970s, however, present 
planners with a different set of 
circumstances. Today many 
municipalities are faced with the 
prospect of decelerated growth and 
fiscal conservatism.” 

Westland has not reached the 
150,000 plus population expected of it 
10 years ago. In fact, the population 
has remained virtually the same as 
was recorded in the 1970 census, 
about 87,000 people. 

What effect this will have on a 
revised master plan, only time will 
tell. That time schedule gives the 
students until April to come back 
with their suggestions. But, in the 
meantime, they will work with the 
planning commission and council 
and citizen groups in the study. 

The bulk of Westland’s un- 
developed area is in the western part 
of the city, primarily the nor- 
thwestern, although there are other 
spots not yet developed in other 
sections. 

The remainder of the land is 
predominantly zoned residential, 
said Mrs. Farland, or is zoned in- 
dustrial. 

A master plan revision could 
result in drastic rezoning, cr none at 
all. 

In any event, the city is pleased to 
have snared the University of 
Michigan students for the project. 

As Mrs. Farland talked about the 
study, she added that the city’s 
zoning ordinance also is in need of 
updating, and is a project she would 
very much like to see done. 

But such a job would require 
manpower that the city just doesn’t 
have. In fact, she and Mary LaPorte 
comprise the total staff of planners 
right now. When Mrs. Farland was 
promoted from planner to Planning 
Director, no one was hired to fill her 
vacancy, and there is a hiring freeze 
on in the city at the moment.

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Who make better drivers? 


Are women better drivers than men? 

Whether your answer is yes or no, you can find 
some support in the preliminary results of the most 
comprehensive study ever done on Michigan’s 6.3 
million drivers. 

Secretary of State Richard *H. Autsin said the 
exhaustive traffic safety study will provide 
valuable insight into the relationship of accidents to 
driver age, sex, geographical location, driving 
convictions and driving record. Data for the study 
were obtained between 1974 and 1978 and the first of 
a series of reports of the study will be made 
available shortly. 

That portion of the study comparing sex of drivers 
with accidents, violations and amount of driving 
shows that women hold 46.6 percent of all driver 
licenses and actually compile better driving records 
than males. 

In a typical year: 

— Ten percent of men are involved in accidents 
compared with only 6 percent of women. 

— Men have 12 times the rate of convictions for 
drunk or imparied driving. 

— Men, in any 2 year period, are penalized an 
average of more than twice as many traffic 
violation points as women. 

— Men receive most of the suspension, 
revocations and warning letters for poor driving. In 
one year, 194,000 of 251,000 warning letters went to 
men and after re-examinations 21,100 of 22,800 
suspensions and 5,150 of 5,300 revocations went to 
men. 

On the male side of statistics, the study shows: 

— Men do more than twice the driving, averaging 
38 miles per day compared with 16 miles for women. 
Men drive 67 minutes in an average day, women 33. 
This trend continues as drivers grow older with 
women over 75 driving only five miles per day while 
their counterpart male drivers compile 11. 

— The most active drivers are men between 35 
and 44 years of age who average 47 miles per day. 
The most active women drivers are between 25 and 
34 and average only 19 miles a day.

This study is part of a comprehensive effort by the 
Secretary of State to re-evaluate the present point 
system, improve the capability of the department to 
identify problem drivers and develop new programs 
to help curb accidents.

In South America, 
most women accept 
traditional roles of 
housekeeping and 
raising families. But 
most La tin- American 
nations recognize the 
principle of equal pay 
for equal work, and 
most have women’s 
bureaus connected with 
their departments of 
labor. 

In Russia, women and 
men receive equal pay 
for equal work. About 75 
percent of the nation’s 
physicians, almost half 
its judges, a third of its 
engineers and lawyers, 
70 percent of the 
teachers and 60 percent 
of the parliament are 
women, but few are on 
the Central Committee 
of the Communist 
Party. 

In China, women 
make up more than half 
the textile industry 
labor force and from 30 
to 40 percent of the farm 
and commune workers. 
Although two women 
have served on the 
Communist Party’s 21- 
member Politburo, none 
sits on the Politburo’s 5- 
member standing 
committee, which rules 
China. 

In Japan, women 
make up a bout a third of 
the nation’s work force, 
but more than 60 per- 
cent of this group work 
in family-owned 
businesses. Women 
earn an average of less 
than half as much pay 
as men. 

In India, women have 
equal legal rights. 
Political parties en- 
courage women to run 
for political office. More 
than 10 million women 
have professional or 
technical jobs, but most 
of them come from the 
top levels of Indian 
society About 19 per- 
cent of all Indian women 
can read and write, 
compared with 40 
percent of the men. 


But, ladies, stay out of 
Liechtenstein. In 1971, 
its male voters defeated 
a proposal to give 
women the vote. It is the 
only European nation 
that does not have 
women suffrage.

Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District ) has won his long battle 
to make federal college aid 
programs available to middle- 
income Americans. 

Ford’s Middle Income Student 
Assistance Act was approved by the 
House and Senate in the closing 
hours of the 95th Congress, and is 
expected to be signed into law by 
President Carter. 

The legislation adds $1.5 billion to 
the existing $3.7 billion federal 
budget for student aid programs, 
makingsome $5.2billion available in 
the coming fiscal year. The bulk of 
the new money is earmarked for 
students from middle-income, 
working families. 

‘This bill represents the biggest 
infusion of college assistance money 
for middle class students since the 
passage of the original G.l. Bill or 
Rights at the end of World War II,” 
Congressman Ford said. “For the 
first time, every American 
youngster will be eligible for some 
form of federal assistance to pay for 
college expenses.” 

Ford outlined some of the changes 
made by his legislation: 

— Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grants have been open only to 
students from families with incomes 
under $16,000. This income ceiling 
will now be lifted to $26,000. makine 
an estimated 1.5 million more 
students eligible. The grants range 
from $250 a year to $1,800 a year, 
depending on family income. 

— Guaranteed Studert Loans, 
with federally subsidized interest, 
will become available to any 
student, regardless of family in- 
come. The loans have been offered 
only to those with family incomes of 
under $25,000.

Judge Seiler to battle county over caseload 


Mired in a $15 million deficit, 
Wayne County and its court system 
want to get some relief at the ex- 
pense of Wayne taxpayers. 

The courts have reassigned some 
of its .load to the 29th District Court 
and to Judge John Seiler, ordering 
Judge Seiler to handle some 200 
cases that do not involve local 
residents and didn’t initiate within 
the city. 

Judge Seiler informed the City 

Judge Seiler has been asked to 
appear before Circuit Judge 
Ricteird D. Dunn on Monday, Nov. 
13 to show cause why the court 
should not issue a writ of superin- 
tending control. 

‘Tin asking the city for legal 
counsel when I appear in the high 
court," said Judge Seiler “Though I 
am capableof defending my actions, 

I would like the city attorney to join 
me/' 

Judge Seiler explained tha t Wayne 
County is presently in debt to the 
tune of $15 million and, and that the 


courts have a heavy backlog of 
cases. 

“In order to resolve their problem, 
they have spread these civil suits to 
the suburbs and I have received 
about 200 cases. 

Council that he sent one of the cases 
back to where it came from - to 
Judge Neal Fitzpatrick and because 
of his action he ha s received a writ of 
“superintendenting control” 
requiring Judge Seiler to comply 
with that order. 


“However, these cases have 
nothing to do with the c ity of Wayne, 
or our residents, and didn’t start 
here,” said Judge Seiler. “These 
cases involve Detroiters, people 
from Grosse Pointe and other cities. 

“The costs of a jury trial is ap- 
proximnately $400 and if you 
multiply that by 200 cases, you can 
see the kind of money it’s going to 
cost us - and, even if we had the 
facilities to try these cases, which 
we don’t, the county has told us 


we re going to have to handle these 
cases, paying for them ourselves 

“I can’t buy that - that is why I 
have sent the case back and that is 
why I will appear before Judge 
Dunn." 

Judge Seiler added, ' That if Judge 
Dunn orders me to handle that load, 
then I will because if I don’t the next 
step will be a writ of show cause why 
I’m not in contempt of court." 

Judge Seiler cautioned the 
Council “that the city does have a 


big stake in this and this is why I am 
appearing before you personally.’’ 

Councilman Nate Weisner asked if 
Judge Seiler shouldn’t solicit the 
help of some of his colleagues in 
outlining communities who also are 
in the same situation and then 
quipped, “If they do get you for 
contempt, who'll take your place?" 

Mayor Paul Lada questioned the 
legality of the county’s- action, then 
asked, "Is there a legal provision 


that you must handle them (the 
cases) in a certain number of days.” 

City Attorney Russ Schmidt ex- 
plained that ‘legally, Judge Seiler 
must handle the cases because of a 
recent legislative ad." 

But Schmidt also pointed out "that 
there is a contradiction because the 
courts a Iso have jurisdiction of cases 
that initiative within their city, or 
involving residents of that city."

The nationally acclaimed Detroit 
Sparks wheelchair basketball team 
has found its first home court after 
15 years of Detroit area play — and 
that court is at Westland’s own 
Melvin G Bailey Recreation Center 

Player-coach Bud Rumple, a 
resident of Wayne and veteran 
Sparks’ player, promises fast action 
like you’ve never seen before. Many 
of the team members, like Rumple, 
are quite experienced at the sport, 
and maneuver with speed and 
agility surprising to first-time 
spectators. 


"If you’ve never seen a 
wheelchair basketball game, you’ll 
be amazed,” Rumple said. "I 
guarantee you, watch us play one 
time and you’ll come back. We won’t 
disappoint you.” 

Rumple, 41. has a long list of 
accomplishments in the sport. In 
1966 he was named Most Out- 
standing Athlete, the award given to 
the top wheelchair player in the 
country. He’s been on the All- 
American First Team 17 times. He’s 
beginning his 20th year of play, his 
10th as coach of the Sparks. 

Years ago, when the Detroit team 
was formed, it had a home gym for 
a while, but lost it and "we’ve never 
been able to get a home gym back.” 


The Sparks would put on benefit 
games just to find a place to play. 
But the Sparks are not a novel team, 
are not an entertainment "donkey 
ball basketball team,” Rumple 
emphasized. The athletic team 
competes in a national 130-team 
league, generally following National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) rules, with some 
regulations adapted to wheelchairs. 

Team members for the Sparks 
are drawn from the greater Detroit 
area. Three veteran players — 
Rumple. Denver Branum and Leon 
Sturtz — live in Wayne. As 
amateurs, they are unpaid There is 
one woman on the team, Rumple

said. This is her first year as a 
Spark. 

The team competes in the 
National Wheelchair Basketball 
Association, divided into con- 
ferences. Championships are played 
at conference level, then regional, 
sectional and finals. 

Westland’s Detroit Sparks have 
been a champion team since they 
began playing in 1963. They won 
their first national title in 1967, and 
went on to win it four more times, 
the most recently during the 1976-77 
season. Last season, the team won 
the league championship, and 
placed third in the country. 

The team’s statistics are im- 
pressive. They have made it to the 
national tournaments 10 of the 11 
past years. They have had at least 
three and up to five of their mem- 
bers named to the first team All- 
American squad. 

All the athletes must play in 
wheelchairs, although they may 
have varying degrees of disability 
and may not be confined to 
wheelchairs at all times. 

The wheelchairs used by the 
athletes are specially designed and 
custom made to be lighter and more 
maneuverable. The sport 
wheelchair strips the chair to 
basics, with seat and back, foot rest 
and wheels. 

Player-coach Rumple designs and 
builds sport wheelchairs that are 
worth an estimated $600. He has 
made the chairs for his 16 team 
members. 

Westland city officials are 
especially excited about bringing 
the Sparks to Westland as their 
home court this season. They hope 
the team will develop an en- 
thusiastic following. 


Having the Sparks so close is 
expected to have a positive effect on 
the wheelchair basketball program 
in the Tri-City Therapeutic 
Recreation Program, run by 
Westland, Wayne and Garden City. 
Mike Mushett, program supervisor, 
explained that the tri-city basket- 
ball team meets on Saturday 
mornings, and are coached by a few 
of the Sparks. The Sparks also 
donated three sport wheelchairs to 
the program, Mushett said. 

The Sparks travel through the 
country to complete with other 
teams in the conference. Although 
team members are not paid, the 
travel expenses are paid with funds 
from gate receipts and sale of the 
souvenir program and advertising in 
it. 

Most games are held back to back 
on Saturdays and Sundays, as they 


will be this weekend. Saturday home 
games are at 8 p.m., and Sunday 
games at 1 p.m. 

Home games are scheduled for 
Nov. 25 and 26, Jan 6 and 7, Jan. 
20 and 21, Feb. 3 and 4, and Feb. 
17 and 18. 

Tickets are $1.25 for adults, and 75 
cents for children under 12 and 
senior citizens. Individuals in 
wheelchairs are admitted free. 

The Bailey recreation center, 
which opened only recently, is 
located at 36651 Ford Road in 
Westland, behind city hall. 

Wheelchair basketball is con- 
sidered a great spectator sport, as 
well as a means for the handicapped 
to show themselves and others that 
"It’s your ability, not your 
disability, that counts.”

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Special skills, good maintenance 


will get your car through winter 


Winter is just around the comer 
It's a time that demands special 
driving skills and a vehicle that is 
properly maintained and equipped 
for sub-zero driving and survival in 
an emergency. 

That’s the word from the 
Automobile Club of Michigan 

Controlling a car on icy pavement 
can be a problem. If a car skids, 
turn the front wheels in the direction 
the rear wheels are headed. Slowly 
straighten the front wheels as the 
car corrects. When roads are slip- 
pery, do not downshift or suddenly 
decelerate. To stop on ice, pump the 
brake pedal lightly and rapidly. 

Auto Club Emergency Road 
Service Manager Robert M. Smith 
added that home-made “survival 
kit” should be in every car trunk. It 
sboulc cost $60, or less, to assemble 
and contain a coffee can to radiate 


warmth from a lighted candle in- 
side, newspapers for insulation 
when placed next to the skin under 
clothing and carpet strips for 
traction under drive wheels. 

Other suggested survival items 
are a blanket, shovel, flashlight, 
jumper cables, tire chains, boots, 
flares, reflectors, tools, first aid kit, 
sand, a scraper-brush and food. 

Smith noted: “Motorists who 
follow maintenance recom- 
mendations outlined in car owner’s 
manuals can expect summer starts 
all winter taking any other steps.” 

For motorists who have not 
followed maintenance , procedures 
outlined in the owner’s manual. Auto 
Club suggests this pre-winter 
program : 

—Check the vehicle’s fuel tank, 
fuel line, fuel pump, fuel filter,

those locations ranges from 52,700 to 
68,800, according to the state high- 
way department. 

Public hearings on the proposed 
road widening plans were held in 
Westland last spring. There was the 
possibility that the road would 
become a seven-lane boulevard, but 
that was rejected. It was decided by 
state planners that the seven-lane 
proposal would cause unnecessary 


disruption of business in the area 
and cost about $1.8 million more. 

The road widening has been long 
awaited and welcomed by Westland 
officials and residents, who ex- 
perience the daily clogging of the 
two-lane Ford Road. 

The State Highway Commission 
still must obtain approval of an 
environmental impact statement, 
submitted to the Federal Highway 
Administration.

On very cold nights , 
place a blanket or tarpaulin over the 
hood, or placed a lighted electric 
bulb under the hood. 

—Before starting, be sure the 
transmission is in park with all 
accessories off so there is no extra 
strain on the battery. Push the gas 
pedal to thefloor and let up slowly to 
set the automatic choke. The ac- 
celerator should not be pumped 
since that floods the engine. Engage 
the starter for 10 seconcfe. If you 
flood the engine, depress the gas 
pedal to the floor, hold and engage 
the starter. The accelerator should 
be kept down until the engine starts. 

—Keep the gas tank full to avoid 
fuel line freezing.

Election identifies 
the real winners: 
Michigan's voters 


Since we at Associated 
Newspapers are avid 
newspaper Editorial Opinion 
readers, it is appropriate for 
us to comment on an editorial 
in one of the major metro 
papers. We could not have said 
it better ourselves. 

The subject for the editorial* 
was the intellect of Michigan's 
voters and their collective 
good judgment. 

The other editorial stated 
that the real winners of last 
week’s election were the 
voters of Michigan. Through 
their ballots, they were able to 
demonstrate that party line 
voting does not appeal to them. 
In fact, Michigan may well 
rank at the top of any list of 
states whose electorate 
exercise independent 
judgment on important issues. 

While our republican 
governor easily won reelection 
to office, our incumbent 
republican U.S. Senator was 
defeated. 


While big labor muscle was 
intent on scuttling all tax 
reform proposals on the ballot, 
Michigan’s voters selectively 
approved one of the measures 
while defeating two others. 

In the face of a $700,000 
media blitz financed by the 
Michigan Education 
Association (MEA) aimed at 
frightening and misinforming, 
Michigan’s voters calmly and 
wisely chose to follow a 
moderate course. 

It is indeed true that 
Michigan voters were the big 
winners in the recent election. 

It’s interesting, that with 
passage of the Headlee Tax 
Limitation proposal, those 
prophets who predicted cer- 
tain disaster if tax reform 
were approved, now say they 
can live with it. 

That we suppose could be 
termed dedication to principle, 
the principle of dealing with 
political reality, but it does not 
speak well of political 
morality. 


Senior's hi-rise 
raises questions: 

Answers are due 


Over the past few weeks, the 
Roman has been criticized for 
its coverage of the developing 
story on the senior’s high-rise 
complex to be located at 
Bibbins and Shook streets. 

A vocal group in the city has 
been attempting to gain in- 
formation about the project, 
but has met with little success. 

The group, Citizens Against 
Exploitation (CAE), claims 
that the project is being 
pursued by the developer, with 
city cooperation, and that too 
little information has been 
provided. 

While we are convinced that 
the city has made a reasonable 
attempt to provide the in- 
formation sought by the group, 
it should be obvious to anyone 
listening that CAE does not 
agree. 

Chief among the complaints 
coming from CAE are that the 
developer has not provided 
detailed plans of the proposed 
project. And the lack of plans 
makes evaluating the project’s 
impact on the community 
extremely difficult if not 
impossible, the group con- 
tends. 

It seems to us that it is time 
for the developer and the city 
to provide those detailed plans 
for the project prior to further 
action. 

Will the complex contain an 
eight-story high-rise or a 12- 
story high-rise 9 What impact 
will the project have on the 
city’s water and sewer 
system? Will rezoning the 
property prior to complete site 
plan presentation create a 


potential problem for the 
community? 

Some very basic questions 
which citizens have every 
right to ask, and their elected 
officials are obligated to an- 
swer. 

It would not only be unwise 
for the Romulus Planning 
Commission to consider the 
project without detailed site 
plans, but it would be very 
poor judgment. 

The very reason site plans 
are required prior to 
developing a project is to 
prevent any misun- 
derstandings between the city 
and the developers. Once the 
project is underway, it mat- 
ters little to the courts to hear 
a community claim that it was 
misled. 

In addition to the detailed 
plan, the city officials should 
require the developer to 
provide a deed to the property 
in question. 

Should the developer 
proceed with the project, only 
later to discover that the 
property is not available, the 
rezoning would allow them to 
build almost anything, so long 
as it conforms to the zoning. 

We would also suggest that 
Romulus’ seniors accept the 
arguments about the site as 
just a part of the democratic 
process, and not as a direct 
assault on themselves 

It is in everyone’s best in- 
terest to encourage 
developments such as the one 
proposed. But it is also in 
everyone’s best interest to 
only proceed on the basis of the 
best available information.

Recent legislation explained

Aid to choking victims, sheriff’s road patrols, 
health care benefits for the elderly and a better 
State Construction Code are covered by bills 
approved by the Legislature in September and 
signed into law in October. One of the laws gives 
restaurant owners and employees protection 
against civil lawsuits if they attempt to aid a 
customer who is choking because of food lodged 
in the throat. 

The immunity would apply if the restaurant 
owner or employee is acting in good faith and is 
not grossly negligent. 

The use of a proper technique for aiding a 
person who is choking can cause some ipjury to 
the victim because of the force which may be 
needed to dislodge whatever is causing the 
choking. Although a person who goes to the aid 
of a choking victim is generally protected by the 
"Good Samaritan" law from being sued if the 
victim is hurt in the process of being saved, this 


immunity had not previously applied to 
restaurant owners and employees. 

There have been cases of ungrateful choking 
victims who have sued restaurants, which has 
prompted some insurance companies to advise 
restaurant owners to call for an ambulance 
rather than give direct aid to victims in their 
establishments. 

Since persons who are choking can expire 
rapidly, this policy could prove fatal. 

The new law gives restaurant owners and their 
employees the same immunity from civil 
liability as the general public when trying to aid 
choking victims. With this immunity, restaurant 
workers can safely act quickly and effectively to 
save a choking victim without the fear of being 
sued. 

Another measure newly signed into law 
provides state funds for increased traffic safety 


programs for counties, mainly in more sheriffs 
patrols on county roads. 

The 8.7 million in state funds is to be used to 
increase patrols, improve coordination between 
law enforcement agencies and to improve 
training and communications systems. 

The legislation is a compromise version of an 
earlier bill vetoed by the Governor. The new 
version gives the boards of county com- 
missioners more control over the grants, rather 
than giving it directly to sheriffs departments. 
The county commissioners will have to approve 
any spending plans drafted by sheriff’s depart- 
ments. 

It gives county sheriffs the responsibility for 
providing patrols and related law enforcement 
on or near secondary roads, and on state high- 
ways in cities, if cities want the county 
assistance. The new law also guarantees no 
reduction in funding for the State Police.

Health Beat 


Alcohol and 

esophogeai veins

You sit down at home or in a restaurant 
and prepare yourself to enjoy one of life’s 
true pleasures the consumption of a fine 
meal 

The very sight of some food, it seems, 
can make the mouth water as the salivary 
glands leap into action. How does that 
happen 0 Briefly, certain nerve endings in 
the mouth are stimulated by the 
mechanical process of mastication 
(chewing). Impusles are transmitted to 
the brain and are “reflected’ back along v 
the efferent secretory nerves to activate 
the salivary glands These cells secrete 
salivary amylase (or ptyalin) and the 
digestive process is irrititated. 

According to Barbara J. Underwood, 
RN, AT, an alcoholism therapist at the 
PCHA Heritage Hospital, "If one con- 
stantly pours ethy lalcholol into the mouth, 
inevitably a certain amount of trauma in 
the form of irritation must take place. 
After all," she said, "people must un- 
derstand that ethyl alcohol is possibly the 
most potent drug one can ingest." 

She stressed that she was not addressing 
herself to the responsible drinker who only 
occassional ly uses alcohol. Rather, she* 
said, "My remarks a re addressed to those 
people who abuse the drug." 

As alcohol is swallowed, it travels down 


the esophogus toward the stomach. At the 
point where the esophogus enters the 
stomach, she said that one finds a bundle 
known as the esophogeai veins. 

In the normal state, these veins are very 
small, and most likely you will go through 
life neither knowing nor caring about their 
anatomical position or their function. 

But, get yourself heavy into booze, and 
you may soon discover something you’d 
rather not know. 

Mrs. Underwood said that this small 
bundle of veins is traumatized by inor- 
dinate amounts of alcohol; they swell and 
become engorged. The stage is set for a 
massive hemorrhage — an event known 
technically as a ruptured esophogeai 
vorix, which is one of the most serious 
hemorrhages know™ to man. Indeed, 85 
percent of those suffering such a varix 
expire within five years. Sad to relate, 
many victims don’t live through the first 
attack. 

According to Mrs. Underwood, as the 
alcohol enters the stomach, and if it is an 
empty stomach true devastation can oc- 
cur, certain glands are stimulated to 
produce maximum amounts of 
hydrochloric acid within just 20 minutes of 
the ingestion of just one ‘shot’ of alcohol. 
She said that the lining of the stomach can 
become inflammed and gastritis may be 


the heavy drinker’s reward 

"If the erosion occurs more deeply in the 
stomach, an ulcer can develop, and 
another form of massive hemorrhage is 
possible.” she said 

I 

She also indicated that there are times ( 
when the ulcer perforates the wall of the^ 
stomach spilling the contents into the 
abdominal cavity with a resultant 
peritonitis 2 

Very commonly, inflammation of t fie 
stomach causes tissues to swell If this 
sw elling occurs at the base of the stomach 
in the area where the stomach passes into 
the intestine, severe spasm and irritation 
of the muscles surrounding these tissues 
may cause them to ‘clamp down’ and 
obstruct the passage of food materials into 
the intestinal tract. At that point, the 
heavy drinker must face yet another 
unhealthy situation 

Mrs. Underwood said she wanted to 
make it clear that she was not levelling a 
blank indictment against the use of 
alcohol. “Clearly,” she said, “the 
possibilities I’ve cited result only from the 
abuse of alcohol. A glass of wine with a 
meal can be a civilized action." 

Still, she cautioned, maybe it's 
something all heavy drinkers ought tor 
think about carefully before embarking orr 
a night of merriment

North defuses Churchill's machine

Unbeaten Livonia Churchill, the 
area's sentimental favorite for the 
1978 Michigan High School Athletic 
Association’s post-season playoffs, 
bowed to a speedy undefeated North 
Farmington 14-3 in the quarter- 
finals of the state Class A cham- 
pionships staged Saturday under 
clear skies at Berkley High. 

Coach Ken Kaestner’s Chargers 
mounted but one serious threat - in 
the first quarter - and was forced to 
abandon their ground game against 
North which erased a 3-0 deficit with 
single touchdowns in the second and 
third quarters and a fourth quarter 
safety. 

“They shut off our rupning

game,” said Kaestner who com- 
pleted his 11th season at Churchill 
with an enviable 9-1 won-lo6t record. 
“We were forced to go into the air, 
after we failed to get anywhere on 
the ground.’’ 

Doran Mason, who has 
spearheaded the Chargers’ rushing 
game, was held to 21 yards in 10 
attempts and his teammates had a 
mere 72 yards for the afternoon. 

“We got to give North a lot of 
credit for their exceptional game,” 
said Kaestner. “After our initial 
dnve, they made some adjustments 
and we weren’t able to counter after 
that.”

Some pertinent and not so pertinent post playoff information. 

If that illegal receiver had been a legal one, or if Glenn had 
kicked the field goal and edged North Farmington, would Glenn 
have qualified for the state Class A quarter-finals? 

“Yes,” replied Jim Thompson, the human computer whose 
business is to know these things. “If Glenn had beaten North, in- 
stead of visa-versa, Chuck Gordon and his Rockets would have 
represented Region II in the playoffs instead of North. 

If you recall, Glenn lost to the undefeated Northwest Suburban 
Conference champs, 9-7, after a touchdown pass was nullified when 
the wrong man caught the ball. That occurred after an un- 
successful field goal attempt. 

But one of Glenn’s opponent, Grand Rapids Union, didn’t win a 
game this year, where would the Rockets pick up all of their bonus 
points. 

“If Glenn would have won, it would have compiled 112.88 points 
which would have placed it second in its region,” Thompson con- 
tinued, “and, usually, but not necessarily, undefeated teams will 
make it to the playoffs with the present system. 

“And here is another fact that you’ area readers may be in- 
terested in - Glenn’s defense, by allowing only 22 points this season, 
is the best in the state. No other single team in Michigan can match 
that defensive performance.” 

O.K., Jim, let’s put you on the spot: If Glenn and Livonia Chur- 
chill had met in the quarter-finals instead of Churchill and North 
Farmington, who would have won. 

“Oh, that’s easy - Glenn would have beaten Churchill without any 
difficulty - believe me.

Thompson, who majored in math and graduated from Wayne 
State University, uses his mathematical acuity to supply playoff 
and other pertinent data to area coaches. He has been on the 
sidelines of high school games for nearly a decade. 

The 33-year-old Oak Park resident, who keeps a separate card on 
each school - and there are hundreds of them - and jots down the 
^res, figuring the variables that is becoming as complex as this 
sentence, then comes up with some answers. 

Like, Thompson predicted correctly three of the four Regional 
winners - Birmingham Brother Rice, Traverse City and North 
Farmington (his only wrong guess was Fordson) on Aug. 21, 1978. 

And, when you consider that he not only had to figure which team 
would win, but if their respective opponents would also win - the 
odds are incredible. 

And, not only did he manage to pick the winners - he also 
managed to predict the exact number of playoff points Melvin- 
dale (99.55) and Trenton (lll.ll) would have.

Belleville faces tough grind 
in league loaded with talent

Belleville High School’s cage 
squad enters this season without 
four of last year’s starters — but 
Head Coach Tom Niemi still looks 
forward to an exciting season 

The blond-haired mentor, who is 
starting his sixth season a t the helm, 
admits he has a lot of questions that 
will have to be answered. 

However, Herb Burrus, a 5-foot-10 
All-Suburban 8 League guard last 
year, will guide the Tiger attack and 
Niemi hopes to get a supporting cast 
that will makehis squad competitive 
again this year 

“We will play fast, exciting 
basketball with a lot of hustle,” said 
Niemi, w r ho is the only coach to beat 
PlymouthSalemeachof the last five 
seasons. Salem has only lost about 10 
games during that span and half 
have been inflicted by hustling 
Belleville cagers. 

Of course, the loss of All-State 
candidate Kelvin Patterson to 
Ypsilanti this fall will put a serious 
crimp in Belleville’s ability to light 
up the scoreboard. The talented 
Patterson poured in 20 points, 
hauled down 12 rebounds and dished 
out eight assists during an average 
game in a Belleville uniform last 
year. That will be hard to replace. 

However, Niemi has some 
dedicated cagers who hope to form a 
winning combination. And they hope 
to put it together soon, because 
Ypsilanti is the Tigers’ first op- 
ponent in the season opener, 
Tuesday, Nov. 28. at Belleville's 
gym. 

Joining Burrus in the backcourt is 
Gary Herndon, a 5-8 junior, who 
played quite a bit at the end of last 
season and has a good chance to nail 
down the other starting guard berth. 

Junior Scott Straight, a 6-3 post- 
man, is coming off surgery and 
Niemi hopes he will be able to play 
Others who Niemi is counting on 
include Brian Brinkerhoff, a 5-8 
senior guard, but the backcourt 
ballhandler was scheduled to un- 
dergo an operation on a knee which 
was hurt during football season. 

Charles Blackmon, another 5-8 
junior who started on the JV squad 
last year has a good chance to see a 
lot of action. “We’re looking for him 
to help us a lot,” Niemi said. “He’s 
quick, a good shooter and hustles 
very well.” 

Manning the double post positions 
in the front court will be senior 
Bradley McLean, a 6-2 senior, a 
returning letterman, and 6-2 Jeff 
Patterson, up from last year’s JV 
squad. 

“Some others are coming out w ho 
have a good chance to make the 
starting line-up,” said Niemi, who 
suffered his only losing season last 
year after four winning ones. 

“We’ll be quick — we’re not big, 
but we’re fast and it will be a 
question if we can rebound with 
other teams because of our lack of 
height. We’ll pressure on defense, 
but we’ll have to stay out of foul 
trouble because of lack of depth.” 

Niemi says Belleville has its 
toughest schedule in years. Playing 
in the rugged Suburban 8 League, 
one of the toughest in the state, 
Niemi looks to last year’s co- 


champions, Plymouth Salem and 
Livonia Bentley, as the teams to 
beat. 

Both have almost their entire 
teams returning, as does Redford 
Union, which finished third last 
year Belleville wound up tied for 
fourth last year with Dearborn. 

Niemi says the Tigers will find out 
in a hurry what kind of team they 
have. “We open at home against 


Ypsilanti and Livonia Bentley our 
first two games and then travel to 
Plymouth Canton, which is led by 
Butch King, one of the purest 
shooting guards in the state.” 

The loss of Patterson to Ypsilanti, 
and graduation of forwards Elvis 
Currie and Chris Koger and guard 
Rob Laney, all starters last year, is 
a big obstacle to overcome. 

But Niemi says his hustling squad 


will play fast, exciting, crowd- 
pleasing basketball this year and if 
efforts will bring success, Belleville 
will be in contention in every game. 

“Fan support is vitally inportant,” 
Niemi stresses, “and if our fans will 
getbehind our young team, they will 
not only encourage the players, but 
see an outstanding brand of 
basketball on our schedule this 
year.”

That’s the exciting and un- 
predictable combination that first 
year head coach Steve Schwartz will 
put on the court for Wayne Memorial 
High School this season.

1 package (3-V 4 oz. ) vanilla tapioca pudding 

1 cup evaporated milk 

V 4 cup firmly packed brown sugar 

l-Vfe cups canned pumpkin 

I-V4 teaspoons pumpkin pie spice+ 

1 envelope whipped topping mix 
W cup chopped pecans 

+Or use V 4 teaspoon ground ginger and Vfe teaspoon each ground cinnamon* 
and ground nutmeg. 


Spread softened ice cream evenly over bottom and sides of 2-quart straight- 
sided mold or saucepan, placing mold briefly in freezer if ice cream is too soft 
to spread. Freeze until firm. 

Meanwhile, combine pudding mix, evaporated milk, brown sugar, pumpkin 
and spice in saucepan. Cook and stir over medium heat until mixture comes to 
a full boil. Pour into bowl. Cool 15 to 20 minutes, stirring once or twice Cover 
surface of pudding with wax paper and chill thoroughly. 

Meanwhile, prepare whipped topping mix as directed on package. Stir 
chilled pudding until creamy; then fold in prepared whipped topping and 
pecans.

Garnish with additional 
prepared whipped topping, if desired. Store in freezer until ready to serve.

In one of the press releases we receive weekly, there 
was a suggestion for cooking squash. Prepare acorn or 
butternut in an oven cooking bag. It’s a great way, they 
contend, to tenderize the rinds without loss of moisture, 


flavor or bright color. Haven’t tried it myself but intend to 


Dieticians have reported that the average American 
will consume some 2,000 calories at Thanksgiving dinner 
alone ( that doesn’t count the rest of the day . ) 

But, what the heck, that’s the day when most of us 
ignore whatever semblance of a diet we’re following and 
go whole-hog (literally!) Among the great delights our 
early American cooks left to posterity were the countless 
ways of turning cornmeal, wheat and rice into marvelous 
breads, rolls, buns, scones, you name it. 

This coming holiday why not deviate a bit from the 
traditional parkerhouse rolls and surprise your family 
with johnny cake, baking powder biscuits or brown bread. 

The name “johnny cake” goes far back into Colonial 
days when a trip from one settlement to the next was 
really a “journey” — a full day’s jaunt. Then the 
traveler’s good wife would fashion little “journey cakes” 
of corn meal to fit into his knapsack so he could break his 
fast along the way. 

Over the years the name has been contracted into 
“johnny cake.” Rhode Islanders still like to make theirs 
(and they drop the “h”, by the way) from white com 
meal, and to bake them as their many-times-great-grand- 
mothers did, as small cakes in a spider or skillet. 

Elsewhere in New England yellow com meal is usually 
used and the cakes baked in the oven — (and spelled with 
the “h”.) 

Following are two versions to choose from, one a bit 
more involved than the other. 

RHODE ISLAND JONNY CAKE 

Set a griddle or skillet over low heat. 

Mix together in a bowl: 

2 cups white corn meal 
2 tablespoons sugar 
2V 4 teaspoons salt 

Make a well in center of dry ingredients and add all at 
one time: 

2 cups milk 

Beat until smooth and thoroughly mixed. 

Test griddle or skillet; it is hot enough for baking when 
drops of water sprinkled on surface dance in small beads. 
Lightly grease griddle or skillet. 

For each jonny cake, spoon 1 tablespoon batter onto the 
heated griddle or skillet. Cook until browned on one side. 
Using a spatula, carefully turn and brown second side. 
Repeat procedure for remaining batter. Serve hot with 
butter and maple sirup. Makes about 4 dozen cakes. 

JOHNNY CAKE 

Grease the bottom of an 8 x 8 x 2 pan. 

Mix together in bowl: 

1 cup flour 
V 4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
y 4 teaspoon salt 
Vt teaspoon baking soda. 

Mix in: 

1 cup yellow corn meal. 

Make a well in center of dry ingredients and set aside. 

Beat until thick: 
l egg 

Blend in: 

1 cup buttermilk or sour milk 

2 tablespoons melted butter or oleo 
2 tablespoons molasses. 

Add liquid mixture all at one time to dry ingredients. 
Beat until just smooth, being careful not to overmix. Turn 
batter into pan and spread to corners. Bake at 425 degrees 
about 20 minutes or until wooden pick or cake tester 
comes out clean when inserted in center. Break or cut into 
2-inch squares. Serve hot with butter, honey or maple 
syrup. Makes 16 squares. 

THE BOTTOM LINE: If you want friendships to last, 
put them first.

Checking through my files for 
possible Thanksgiving theme 
recipes, I came up with very little 
(here at the office.) But then I 
resorted to my own shoebox file at 
home and discovered several 
recipes that’d been part of my Cook 
of the Week series a few years back 
If you’re in the mood to deviate 
from your routine pumpkin or mince 
pies, you just might find something 
different in the following recipes. 

PUMPKIN CHIFFON 
PIE 

1 can canned pumpkin 
Vi cup granulated sugar 
Vi Up. ginger 
tsp. nutmeg 
Va Up. cold water 
x k cup sugar 

3 eggs, separated 
1 cup milk 

1 Up. cinnamon 

2 Tblsp. melted butter 
lTblsp. plain gelatin 
Vt Up. salt 

Cook pumpkin in boiler for 10 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Mix 
egg yolks, Vfe cup sugar and milk. 
Add to pumpkin with salt, spices and 
melted butter. Stir and cook until 
custard-like. Remove from heat, 
add gelatin which has been softened 
in cold water. Stir until dissolved. 
Chill. When mixture begins to sof- 
ten, fold in stifly beaten egg whites 
to which Vi cup sugar has been 
added. Pour into baked 9-inch pie 
shell. Chill 3 hours or may be made a 
day before serving.

Women living alone 


All women sometime 
in their life may be 
alone, and if they are 
widows or divorcees 
their financial picture 
may not be promising. 

Families headed by 
widows without a job 
show an average 
decrease in income of 44 
percent. Only 14 percent 
of divorcees receive 
alimony and child 
support, said Marion 
Prince, Wastenaw 
County Extension home 
economist, and only half 
of the divorcees who get 
alimony and child 
support receive 
payments on a regular 
basis. 

“At 50, if a woman’s 
husband dies she may 
fall between the cracks 
of the system,” Prince 
pointed out 

A 1970 congressional 
study showed that 


widows are left with 
small amounts of life 
insurance— usually not 
enough for a woman to 
liveonforthe rest of her 
life or support a family. 
A woman on her own 
faces one absolute 
imperative— coming to 
grips with the amount of 
money she has before 
she decides if outside 
employment is needed. 

Decisions about 
spending the money you 
have will be reflections 
of your values based on 
the goals you set for 
yourself,” Prince 
said. “Professional help 
may be useful for those 
who have to make 
complex decisions such 
as selling a home, 
making money last to 
cover fixed expenses, 
and finding a job. 

“Labor force par- 
ticipation rates of 


women have been 
climbing— a plus for 
women who have 
worked in the ho me and 
are scared of seeking 
work. You don’t need to 
feel defensive about 
seeking work because 
you are not an oddity; 
you’re average.” 

“Many women also 
feel defensive about job 
hunting because they 
don’t think they have 
job skills," she added 

“The organizing, 
decision making, and 
other skills gained in the 
home and perhaps is 
volunteer work fit 
requirements of many 
jobs. Maintaining a 
home and job may end 
up presenting dif- 
ficulties, but if women

The J. L. Hudson 
Company’s Santa 
Parade, always held on 
Thanksgiving Day, 
officially marks the

Christmas season for 
many residents. 

The 1978 parade will 
be the 52nd sponsored 
by Hudson’s.

parade itself is the first 
and only run through. 

Hudson’s first parade 
consisted of horse- 
drawn lumber and milk 
wagons, covered with 
papier mache and other 
decorative materials. 
About 150 employees 
participated in the 
event, which boasted 10 
to 12 floats. 

Because of a runaway 
horse team during one 
of the early parades, 
manpower was used for 
many years, with some 
24 persons pulling a 
single float. Cold 
weather caused another 
problem when metal- 
rimmed wheels froze to 
the street surface. This 
led to the use of 
mechanical floats. 
Hudson’s 1978 floats are 
pulled by tractors. 

Limitation on size a nd 
weight of floats pulled 
by horse and manpower 
also hastened the use of 
motorized units. Early 
floats averaged 15 feet 
in lenth and seven feet 
in height. Today, floats 
are as big as 30 feet wide 
and 120 feet long. Until 
four years ago, float 
height was limited to 16 
feet because of utility 
crosswires. Now, a 
manual device inside 
the floats allows the 
operator control so that 
parts of the float can 
ease under the wires 
and then rise as high as 
40 feet.

A sixth 
employee oversees 
parade costumes. 

Oil base paint is used 
with wood and metal 
foundation material in 
the float construction. 
The forms are made 
with a material called 
"Celastic”, which is a 
fabric impregnated with 
a synthetic resin which 
becomes ceramic-like 
after being dipped in an 
activating agent. 
Celastic is the same 
material used in shoes 
and in patching cars and 
boats. 

Each year, Hudson’s 
parade floats are either 
completely remodeled 
or reconstructed as a 
new float for the next 
parade Annually, a 
special float, designed 
by a Detroit elementary 
school student, is made. 

Music for the parade 
is provided by high 
school and community 
marching bands from 
various areas in the 
city, state, and country.
